The One Mini Hoard. 


The new Slate roajsbill now before 


the General Assembly is very drastic i 
in its requirements, and will prove very 
expensive in its operation. 
By this 


bill all power is taken awny from the 
State board of roads now made up of 
one man from each county, and c?n- 
tcred in one man. lie is to hold office 
for six years at a high salary of 55WO a 
.year, with power to appoint as many 
engineers as he pleases and fix their sal- 
aries. This man is to be the absolute 
monarch of tho roads construction and 
gnaintenanco business, and the whole 
State willhavo to bow to his dictation. 
Ho will sec only such roada as ho pleases 
andnaturally he will sec first only those 


pecihlly thofe owning milk routes. It 
was charged that veterinarians were 
lax in conducting the investigation.
